timations : Particularly by a neceſlary Warning pub- 
liſhed by the Commiſhoners of the Generall Aflem- 
bly in January 1643; And bytne Remonſtrance 
of the ſame Commiſſioners to the Convention of 
Eſtates in July thereafter, concerning the Dangers of 
Religion, and the Remedies 5ftheſe Dangers : which 
Warning and Remonſtrance a: that time had, by the 
bleſsing of God, very good and comfortable effects. 
Andnow the Generall Aſſembly it ſelf, being by a 
ſpeciall Providence , and upon extraordinary occa- 


; flons called together , while God is writing bitter 


things againſt this Land in great Letters, which he 
that runs may read : and knowing that we cannot be 
anſwerable to God,nor our own conſciences, nor the 
expectation of others, if from this chiet Watch- 
Tower we ſhould give no ſeaſonable Warning to the 
City of God : While we think of theſe things ; For 
Sions ſake we will not hold our peace , and for Feruſalems 
ſake we will not reſt : truſting that God will give, 
though not to all, yer to many , a ſeeing Eye, a hear- 
ing Ear, and an underſtanding Heart : For who is wiſe 
and he ſhall underitandtheſe things , prudent and he ſhall 
know them , For the Wayes of the Lord are right,and the 
Juſt ſhall walk in them, but the 4-6; go ſhall fall there- 
in, and the wicked ſhall do wickedly and none of the wicked 
ſhall anderſtand. 

That which we principally intend, is to hold 
forth ( ſo farre as the Lord gives us light) how this 
Nation ought to be affe&ed with their preſent Mer- 
cies and Judgements z What uſe is to be made of the 

Lords 


Lords dealings; And, what is required of a people ſo 
dealt with, ; 

Had we been timely awaked , and taken warn- 
ing , either from the exemplary judgements of 
other Nations ; or from Gods threatnings by the 
mouths of his ſervants amongſt our ſelves, or from 
our own former vilitations, and namely,The Sword, 
threatned and drawn againſt us, both at home and 
from abroad, bur atthar time through the forbearance 
of God, pur up in the Sheath again, we might have 
prevented the miſeries under which now we groane, 
But the Cup of trembling , before taken our of our 
hands, isazain comeabout to us , that we may drink 
deeper of it: And although when theſe bloody Mon- 
ſters, the Iriſh Rebels, rogether with ſome degene- 
rate, unnaturall, and perfidious Countreymen of our 
own , did firſt lift up their heads and enter this King- 
domeina hoſtile way , it was looked upon as a light 
matter , and the great judgement which hath fince 
appeared in it , not apprehended: yet now we are 
made more ſenfible , that they are The rod of Gods 
wrath, aad the ſtaffe in their hand, which hath ſtricken 
us theſe three times, is his indrenation. He hath ſhewed 
his people hard things , and made us to drink the wine of 
afttnifirient. Take we therefore notice of the hand that 
{miterh us, for affl:iZion.cometh not forth of the duſt, nei- 
ther doth trouble ſpring out of the ground. There ts no 
evill in the City nor Countrey which the Lord hath 
not done. He it is that formeth the light, and crea- 
tech darkneſſe , Who maketh peace , and createth evill : 
He it is that hath gtvena charge to the Sword , ſs 


that is cannot be ſtill: He it is that hath his other Arrows 
ready 


| ready upon the ſtring to ſhoot at # , the Peſtilence and 
| Famine. 
| In the next place, let us apply our hearts ro know, 
| andto ſearch, and to {eek out wiſdome,and the reaſon 
of things, and to underſtand the language of this pre- 
| ſent judgement, and Gods meaning in it, for though 
the Almighty giveth not an accompt of any of his matters, 
| and hath his way in the ſea,and hu path in the deep waters 
BY which cannot be traced, Yet he is pleaſed by the light 
of his Word and Spirit, by the voice of our own 
conſciences , and by that which is written and ingra- 
ven pon our judgement, as with the point of a Dia- 
| mond, and a Pen of iron-, to make known in ſome 
| meaſure his meaning unto his ſervants. God hath ſpo- 
ken once,yea twice,yet man perceiveth not; Therfore now 
| hath he made this rod to ſpeak aloud the third time, 
| | that we may hear the voice of the rod, & who hath appoin- 
| tcd it, That which the rod pointerh at,is not any guile 
of Rebellion or diſloyaltie in us, as the Sons of Belial 
do ſlander and belye the Solemne League and Cove- 
nant of the three Kingdomes , which weare ſo farre 
from repenting of, that we cannot remember or men- 
tion it without great joy and thankfulneſſe ro God,as 
that which hath drawn many bleſſings after it, and 
unto which God hath given manifold and evident te- 
ſtimonies, for no ſooner was the Covenant begun to 
be taken in England, but ſenſibly the condition of af- 
fairs there was changed to the better; and though a 
lictle before the Enemy was coming in like a Flood, 
yet as ſoon as the Spirit of the Lord did lift up the 
Standard againſt him, from that day forward the 
Waters of their Deluge did decreaſe. 
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And for our part, our Forces ſent into that King- 
dome, in purſuance of that Covenant, have been a 
mercitully and manifeſtly aſſiſted , and bleſſed from 
Heaven ( though inthe mids of many dangers and 
diſtreſſes , and much want and hardſhip ) and have 
been ſo farre inſtrumentall ro the foyling and ſcatre- 
ring of two principall Armies, Firſt, The Marqueſle 
of Newcaſtle his Army, And afterward , Prince 
Ruperts and his together; And to the reducing of 
rwo ſtrong Cities, York and Newcaftle, that we 
have what to anſwer the Enemie that reproacheth us 


concerning that Buſineſle, and that which may make 


iniquitie it ſelf ro ſtop her mouth, But which is more 
untexus than all Victories, or whatſoever temporall 
bleſſing, TheReformarion of Religion inEngland,and 
Uniformity therein between both Kingdomes ( a 
principall end of that Covenant ) is ſo far advanced, 
that the Engliſh Service-Book, with the Holy-dayes, 
and many other Ceremonies contained in it,together 
with the Prelacy , the fountaine of all theſe,are abo- 
liſhed and taken away by Ordinance of Parliament; 
and a DireRory for the Worſhip of Godin all the 
three Kingdoms agreed upon in the Aſſemblies, and 
inthe Parliaments of both Kingdoms, without a con- 
trary voice in either , the Government ofthe Kirk by 
Congregationall Elderſhips, Claſsicall Presbyreries, 
Provincialland Nationall Afſemblies, is agreed upon 
by the Aﬀembly of Divines at Weſtminſter, which 
is alſo voted and concluded in both Houſes of the 
Parliament of England : And what is yet remaining 
of the intended Unitormitie is in a good way; So that 
let our lot fall in other things as'it may , the 171! of 
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the Lord be done; In this we rejoyce,and will rejoyce, 
that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt is no loſer , but a Con- 
querour, that his Ordinances take place,that his cauſe 
prevaileth, and the work of purging and building his 
Temple goeth forward, and not backward, Neither 
yet .are wee ſo to underſtand the voice of the rod 
which lyeth heavy upon us, as if the Lords meaning 
were to pluck up what he hath planted , and to pull 
down what he hath builded in this Kingdom, to have 
no more pleaſure in us, to remove our Candleſtick, and 
r0 take his Kingdom from us : nay, before that our God 
caſt us off, and the glory depart from Iſrael, let him ra- 
ther conſume us by the Sword , and the Famine,and 
the Peſtilence , ſo that he will but keep his own great 
Name from reproach and blaſphemy, and own us as 
his people in Covenant with him. But now there is 
hope in Iſrael concerning this thing , we will beleeve 
that we ſhall yet ſce the goodneſſe of the Lord in the Land of 
the living : We will not caſt away our confidence of 
a bleſſed peace, and of the removing of the ſcourge 
and caſting it in the Fire , when the Lord hath by it 
performed his whole Worke upon mount Sion and Feruſa- 
lem, much more will we be confident of the continu- 
ance of the bleſsings of the Goſpel , that glory may 
awell in our Land, This is the day of Facobs trouble,but 
be ſhall be ſaved out of it : Andthe time is comming, 
whenanew Song ſhall be put in our mouths, and we 
ſhall ſay, This i our God, we have waited for him, and he 
hath ſaved ws. Thoughthe Lord ſmite us, it is the 
hand of a Father, not of an Enemy , heis not conſu- 
ming us, but refining us , that we may come forth as 
Gold our of the Fire. We are troubled on every ſide,yet 
not 
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| not diſtreſſed ; we are perplexed, but not in'deſpaire , per- 
ſecuted , but not forſaken z caſt downe , but not deſtroyed. 
We know afſuredly there is more mercy in emptying 
us from Veſlell co Veſlell , then in ſuffering us to ſet- 
tle on our Lees, whereby our taſte ſhould remaine in 

us, and our ſent not be changed, 
| Theſe things premiſed , we come to the true lan- 
| guage of this heavie judgement, and to the reall pro- 
curing cauſes thereof. For the tranſereſsion of Facob 
# all this, and for the ſins of the houſe of 1ſpae!. God is 
hereby ſhewing to great and ſmall in this Land their 
work and their tranſ{greſſion,that they have exceeded. 
He openeth alſo their eare to diſcipline , and commandeth 
that they return from iniquity. Weleave every Con- 
| gregation in the Land , every Family in every Con- 
| gregation , and every Perſon in every Family to exa- 
mine their own heartsand wayes, and to mourn for 
Congregationall, Domeſticall, and Perſonall fines: 
Curſed ſhall they be who have added fuell ro the fire, 
and now bring no water to extinguiſhir, who had a 
great hand inthe provocation, and bear no part in the 

| humiliation. 

| Let every one commune with his own conſcience, 
and repent of his, even his wickednefſe, and ſay, 
What have I done ? We ſhall here touch onely the 
Nationall finnes, or at leaſt more publike ones, then 
choſe of a Family or Congregation , which we alſo 
intend for chief cauſes of a publick Faſt and Humilia- 
tion. If among our Nobles, -Gentrie, and Barons, 
there have beene ſome ſtudying their own private in- 
| rereſtsmorethenthe Publick , and Seeking their own 
things more then the things of Chriſt , or oppreſring and 
B 2 efranding 
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defrauding the poorer ſort and the needie , becauſe it was 

in the power of their hand : and if among our Miniſtrie 

there have beene divers Time-ſervers , Who have not 

renounced the hidden things of diſhoneſty , whoſe hearts 

have not been right before God , nor ſtedfaſt in his Cove- 

»ant, who have beene ſecretly haters of the Power o 

Godlineſſe, and of Mortification ; ſhall not God ſearch 

all this out £ who will bring to lizht the hidden things 
darkneſſe , and will make manifeſt the counſels of the 

earts. In theſe alſo leaving all mentoa judging and 

ſearching of themſelves , there are many other pro- 

vocations which are apparent in all or many of this 

Nation , from which, #hough they waſh with nitre, and 

take much ſope,yet they cannot make themſelves clean: 

Becauſe of theſe the Land monrneth , and at theſe the 

Sword ſtriketh. | 
As firſt, the contempt, negle&, and diſ-eſteeme of 

the glorious Goſpel ; our unbeliefe , unfruitfulneſle, 

lukewarmneſle, formality, and hardneſle of heart, un- 

derall the meanes of Grace; our not receiving of | 

Chriſt in our hearts , nor ſeeking to know him, and 

olorific him in all his Offices. The power of Godli- 

neſſe is hated and mocked by many to this day, and | 

by the better fort roo much negleted, and many 

Chriſtian duties are not minded : as, The not ſpeaking | 

of our own words , nor finding of onr own inibe upon 

the Lords day : Holy and edifying conference both on 

that day, and at other occaſions: The inſtructing, ad- 

moniſhing, comfortinp, and rebuking one another, as 

DrivineProvidence miniſtreth occaſion. In many Fa- | 

milies almoſt no knowledge nor worſhip of Godto 

be found: yea, there are among the Miniſters who 


have |

have ſtrengthened the hearts and hands of the pro- 
fane more then of the godly, and have not taken heed 
ro the miniſtrie which they have received of the Lord to 
falfill it, 

Next, God hath ſent the Sword to avenge the 
quarrell of his broken Covenant : For beſides the de- 
fetion of many of this Nation under the Prelats 
from our firſt Nationall Covenant, a finne not for- 
gotten by God, if not repented by men as well as for- 
taken, onrlater Vows and Covenants have beene alſo 
foully violated, by not contributing our uttermoſt aſ- 
fiſtanceto this Cauſe, with our Eſtates and Lives , by 
not endevouring with all faithfulneſle,the diſcoverie, 
eriall , and condigne puniſhment of Malignants , and 
evil Inſtruments , yea , by complying too much 

| with thoſe, who have not onely borne Armes, and 
- oiven their perſonall preſence and affiſtance , bur alſo 
drawne and led on others afrer them in the ſhedding 
| of our Brethrens blood : Therefore is our finne made 
| our puniſhment , and Ve are filled with the fruit of our 
own wayes. Theſe hornes now puſh the ſides of Fudah and 
PR , becauſe the Carpenters when they ought and 
| might , did not cut them off : And yet to this day the 
courſe of Juſtice is obſtructed : The Lord himſelfe - 
| will execute juſtice if men will not. But above all, ler 
it be deeply and ſeriouſly thought of, that our Cove- 
nant is broken by the negle& of a reall Reformation 
of our ſelves and others under our power : let every - 
one aske his own heart whart luſt is mortified in him, 
| or what change wrought in his life ſince, more then 
before the Covenant? Swearing, Curſing, Profana- 


tion of the Lords day, Fornication and other unclean- 
| B 3 neſle,

neſſe, Drunkennes, Injuſtice, Lying, Oppreſhon, Mur- 
muring,Repining,and other ſorts of Prophanenes ſtil 
abound too much both in the Countrey and in our 
| Armies : yea,there is no Reformation of ſome Mem- 
bers of publicke Judicatories, which is a great diſho- 
nourto God.and a foul ſcandall tro the whole Nation. 
Thirdly, we have not glorified God according to 
the great things which he hath done for us, nor made 
the right uſe of former mercies : {ince he loved us ( 4 
Nation not worthy to be beloved) he hath made us preci- 
ous and honourable, but we have not walked worthy 
of his love : We waxed fat and kicked , forſaking God 
who made us, and lightly cſteeming the Rock of our ſalva- 
a And this great Koran Tata filleth up our 
up. 
Fourthly, Notwithſtanding of ſo much guilti- 
neſle, we did ſend forth our Armies, and undertake 
great ſervices preſumptuouſly , without repentance, 
and making our peace with God like the Children 
of Iſrael, who truſting to the goodneſle of their 
= minded no more , but Wh:ch of us ſhall goe up 
YH. 
It is now high time, under the feeling of fo great a 
burden both of ſinne and wrath , to humble our un- 
circumciſed hearts , fo / our mouth in the duſt, if ſo be 
there may be hope , to wallow our ſelves in aſhes , to clothe 
our ſelves with our ſhame as with a garment , to juſtifie 
Gods righteous judgements , to acknowledge our 
iniquitie, to make our ſupplication to our Judge, and 
to ſeek his face, that he may pardon our ſinne, and heal 
our Land. The Lord roareth,and ſhal not his children 
tremble 2 The God of glory thundereth, and 7he 
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; Higheſt uttereth hu woice , haile-ſtones and coales of 
fre , who will not fall downe and feare before him 2 


The fire waxeth hot,and burneth round about us,and 
ſhall any fir ſtill and be ſecure 2 The ſtorme bloweth 
hard, and ſhall any vp ar be ſtill aſleep ? This is 4 
day of trouble , and of rebuke , and of blaſphemie , who 
will not take up a lamentation 2 Let the Watch- 
men rouze up themſelves and others, and ſtriveto get 
their own and their peoples hearts deeply affected,and 
even melted before the Lord : Let every one turne 
from his evil way, and cry mightily to God,and give 
him no reſt til] he repent of theevill, and ſmell a ſa- 
vour of reſt, and ſay, /t is exouzh. He harhnor ſaid to 
the ſeed of Jacob, Seeke ye me in vaine. Wee do not 
mourn as they that have no f oth , but we will beare the in- 
dignation of the Lord, becauſe we have ſinned againſt him, 
untill he plead our cauſe, and execute judgement for us. 
And what though ourCandles be put out? ſo that our 
Sun ſhine: What though our honour be laid in the 
duſt: ſothat God worke out his own honour, yea,our 
happinefle our. of our ſhame. In vain have we truſted 
ro the Arme of Fleſh: inthe Lord our God isthe ſal- 
vation of Iſrael. No fleſh muſt glory before him, 
but he that glorieth , muſt glory in . Lord. 

Theſe duties of Humiliation, Repentance, Faith, 
Amendment of life, and Fervent Prayer, though the 
principall , yet are not all which are required at the 
hands of this Nation, but men of all fortsand degrees 
muſt timely apply themſelves to ſuch other reſoluti- 
ons and actions as are moſt ſuteable and neceſſary at, 
this time: Which that all may the better underſtand, 
and be excited and encouraged to act accordingly, let 
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it be well obſerved, chat the preſent ſtate of the Con- 
troverſie and Cauſe is no other but what hath beene 
formerly profeſſed betore God and the World , thar 
is, The Reformation and Preſervation of Religion, 
The Defence of the Honour and Happineſle of the 
| King,and of the authority of theParliament,together 
| with The maintenance of ourLawes, Liberties, Lives, 
| 


and Eſtates. We arenot changed from our former 

principles and intentions , but theſe who did fall off 

from us to the contrary party, have now made it ma- 
| nifeſt , that theſe were not their ends when they ſee- 
| med to joyne with us : Therefore are they gone ont from 
us, becauſe they were not of us. And as our Cauſe is the 
ſame , ſo the danger thereof is nor lefle , bur greater 
then before , and that from two ſorts of Enemies : 
Firſt, from open Enemies,we meane thoſe of the Po- 
piſh, Prelaticall, and Malignant Faction , who have 
diſplayed a Banner againſt the Lord and againſt his 
Chriſt in all the three Kingdomes, being ſet on fire 
of Hell, and by the ſpeciall inſpiration of Satan, who 
is full of fury, becauſe he knowes he hath bur a ſhort 
time to r&igne. The Cockatrice before hatched is 
now broken forth into a Viper. The danger was be- 
fore feared; now it is felt 4 before imminent, now in- 
cumbent ; before ourdivifion, now our deftrucion is 
endevoured ; before the Sword was fourbiſhed and 
made ready, now the Sword is made fat with Fleſh, and 
drunk with Blood, and yet it hungreth and thirſteth for 
more. The Queene is moſt ative abroad , ufing all 
meanes for ſtrengthening the Popith, and ſuppreſſing 
the Proteſtant party, inſomuch that Malignants have 


inſolently expreſſed their confidence, that her journey 
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to France ſhallrove a ſucceſſefull Caunſell; and that 
this I{land,and particularly this Kingdome, ſhall have 
a greater power to grapple with,beforethe next Sum- 
mer , then any which yet we have cncountred with: 
The Iriſh Rebels have offered to the King to ſend 
over a greater number into both the Kingdomes:The 
hoſtile intentions of che King of Denmark, if God be 
not pleaſed ſtill ro divert and diſable him, do plainly 
enough appeare from his owne Letters ſent notlong 
fince to the Eſtates of this Kingdome. In the meane 
time , the helliſh crue under the condu@ of the ex- 
communicate and forefaulted Earle of Montroſe, and 
of CAlaſter AMac- Donald a Papiſt and an Outlaw, 
doth exerciſe ſuch barbarous, unnaturall, horrid, and 
unheard of cruelty, asis above expreſſion. And ( if 
not repreſſed ) what berrer uſage can others nor yet 
touched expect from them, beingnow hardened and 
animated by the ſucceſſe which God hath for our hu- 
miliation and correction permitted unto them : and 
it chey ſhall now ger leave to ſecure the High-Lands 
for themſelves, they will nor onely from thence in- 
feſt the reſt of this Countrey, but endeyoura diverſi- 
on of our Forces in England from the. proſecution of 
the ends expreſled in the Covenant of the three King- 
domes,toward which ends as their ſervice hath beene 
already advantageous , ſo their continuance is moſt 
neceſlary. 

The ſecond fort of Enemies, from which our pre- 
ſent dangers atiſe , are ſecrer Malignants and Diſ-co- 
venanters, who may be known by thele and the like 
Characters : Their (lighting or cenſuring of the pub- 
lick re{olutions of this Kirk and State : Their conſul- 
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(1 
ting and labouring to raiſe Jealouſies and Diviſions, 
to retard or hinder the Execution of what is ordered | 
by the publick Judicatories : Their landering of the | 
Covenant of the three Kingdoines and Expedition | 
into England, as not neceſſary for the good of Reli- | 
gion,or ſafety of this Kingdome,or as tending to the | 
diminutionof the Kings juſt power and greatnefle : | 
Their confounding of the Kings Honour and Autho- 
ritie, with the' abuſe and pretence thereof, and with's 
Commiſſtons, Warrants, and Letters, procured from 
the King by the Enemies of this Cauſe and Cove- 
nant, as if we could not oppoſe the latter , without 
encroaching upon the former : Their whetting of 
their rongues to cenſure and flander thoſe whom 
God hath honoured, as his chief Inſtruments in this 
W ork: Their commending , juſtifying, or excuſing 
the proceedings of Fames Grahame , ſometime Earle l. 
of Montroſe, and his Complices : Their converſing or 
intercommuning by word or writ, with him or other 

 Excommunicate Lords,contrary to the nature of thar 
Otrdinance of Chriſt, and tothe old Acts of General 
Aſſemblies: Their making merry, and their inſolent 
carriage, atthe-Neyys of any proſperous ſucceſſe of 

the Popiſh and Malignant Armies in any of theſe 
Kingdomes: Their drawing of Parties and Factions 
to the*weakning of the common Union : Their 
ſpreading of Informations,,That Uniformitie in Re- 
ligion, and the Presbyreriall Government is not in- 
rended by the Parliament of England : Their Endea- 
vours, Informations , and Sollicitations , tending to 
weaken the hearts and hands of others, and to make | 
them with-hold their aſliſtance from this Worke, 
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Lerthis ſort of boſome Enemies, and diſ-affe&ed 
Perſons,be well marked, timely diſcovered, and care- 
fully avoided ; leſt they infuſe the poyſon of their ſe- 
ducing counſels into the mindes of others: Wherein 
ter Miniſters be faithfull , and Presbyreries vigilant 
and unpartiall , as they will anſwer thecontrary to 
God, and tothe Generall Aſlemblie , or their Com- 
miſſioners. 

The cauſe and the dangers thereof being thus evi- 
denced, unlefle men will blot out of their hearts the 
love of Religion, and the cauſe of God, and caſt off 
all care of their Countrey, Lawes , Liberties, and 
Eſtates , yea, all naturall affeRion, to the preſervati- 
on of themſelves,their Wives, Children,and Friends, 
and whatſoever is deareſt to them under the Sun ( all 
theſe being in the viſible danger of a preſent ruine 
and deſtruction ) they muſt now or never appeare 
actively, each one ſtretching himſelf to, yea beyond 
his power. Irtisno timeto dally , nor go abour the 
buſineſſe by halfes, nor be almoſt , bur altogether ZEA 
lous : Curſed be he that doth the Worke of the Lord nez- 
ligently, or dealeth faſly inthe Covenant of God. If wee 
have been ſo forward to aſſiſt our Neighbour King- 
domes, ſhall we negle& to defend our own ? Or ſhall 
the Enemies of God bee more ative againſt his 
Cauſe, than his people for it * God forbid. If the 
Work being fo farre carried on, ſhall now miſ-carry, 
and fajle in our hands, our own conſciences ſhall con- 
demne us,and poſterity ſhall curſe us : Butif we ſtand 
ſtoutly and ſtedfaſtly to it, the pleaſure of the Lord ſhall 
proſper in our hands, and all Generations ſhall call us bleſ- 
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Let Miniſters ſtirre up others by free and faithfull 
preaching, and by admoniſhing every one of his duty, 
as there ſhall be occaſion: And it it ſhall-be the Lor of 
any of them tofall under the power of the Enemy, 
lerthem through the ſtrength of Chriſt, perſevere 
in their integrity , chooſing affliction ratherthen ſin, 
glorifying God,and not fearing what fleſh can do un- 
to them. Let our Armics beware of ungodlineſſe,and 
worldly laſts, living godly, ſoberly, and righteouſly, 
avoiding all ſcandalous carriage, which may give 0c- 
caſion to others to think the worſe of their Cauſe and 
Covenant, and remembring thatthe eyes of God, 
Angels, and Men are upon them , Finally , renoun- 
cing all confidence in their own ſtrength,skill,valour, 
and number, and truſting onely to the God of the CA 7- 
mies of Iſracl , who hath fought”, and will fight for 
them. | 

Let all ſorts both of high and low degree in this 
Kingdome, call co minde their Solemne Covenants, 
and pay their vows to the moſt High; and namely, 
That Article of our firſt Covenant, which obligeth 
us not to ſtay nor hinder any ſuch Reſolution, as by 
common. conſent ſhall be " cy to conduce for the 
ends of the Covenant , but by all lawfull meanes to 
further and promovethe ſame ; Which lyeth as a 
bond upon peoples conſciences, readily to obey ſuch 
orders,and willingly to undergo ſuch burthens,as b 
the publike and common reſolution of the Eſtates of 
Parliament, are found neceſſary for the proſecution 
of the Warre conſidering that the Enemy cannot 
be ſupreſled without a competent number of Forces, 
and Forces cannot be kept together without mainte- 
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| nance , and maintenance cannot be had withour ſuch 
publick Burthens z which however for the preſent, 
N« not joyous, but grievous, yet it ſhal] bee no griefe of 
| heart afterFards even unto the common lort , el;ar 
| they have given ſome pa:t of their neceſſuy liveli- 

hood, for aſſiſting ſo good a Work, Iris far trom our 

thoughts, that the pinching of ſome , ſhould make 
| others ſuperfluouſly to abound : lr is rather to bee 
| expeRed of the richer ſort , that they will ſpare and 
det.1k, not oneſy the pride and ſuperfluity , both of 
apparell and dyet , bur alſo a part of their lawfull al- 
lowance in theſe things , to contribute the ſame as a 
tree-will offering , beſide what they are obliged to, 
by Law or publick Order, after the example of god- 
| ly Nehemiah , who for the ſp:c2 of twelve yeares, 
|. while the wals of Jeruſalem were a building , 
> did not eat the bread of the Governour, that hee 
might eaſe by ſo much the Peoples Burthens and 


| Bondage. 


In: our laſt Covenant, there is another Article 
which ( without the oblivion or negle& of any of 
the reſt ) wee wiſh may be well remembred at this 
time; namely , That wee ſhall aflift and defend all 
that enter into this League and Covenant, in the 
maintaining and purſuing thereof, and ſhall nor 
ſuffer our ſelves, dizedtly or indiretly , by whatſo- 
ever Combination, Perſwaſton, or Terror, to be 
divided and withdrawne from this blefſed Union 
and Conjun&tion, whether to make defetion to 
the- contrary part, or to give our ſelves.to a de- 
teſtable indifferencie or neurralitie in this Cauſe;

According to which Article, mens reality and in- 
regritie in the Covenant , will bee manifeſt and 
demonſtrable, as well by their omiſſions, as by «| 
their commiſſions z as well by their'nor doing 
good , as by their doing of evill : MHee that is not 
with us , is againſt us , and hee that gathereth not 
with us , ſcatterth, Whoever hee bee that will 
not, according to publick order and appointment, 
adventure his Perſon , or ſend out theſe that are 
under his power , or pay the Contributions im- 
poſed for the maintenance of the Forces , muſt be 
raken for an Enemie, Malignant, and Covenant- 
breaker , and ſo involved both into the diſplea- 
fure of God , and Cenſures of the Kirke, and no 
doubt into civil puniſhments alſo to be inflicted by 
the State. 
Andif any ſhal prove fo untoward and perfidious, 
rheir iniquity ſhall be upon themſelves, and they 
ſhall beare their puniſhment. Deliverance and good 
ſucceſle ſhall tollow thoſe who with purpoſe of heart 
cleave unto the Lord , and whoſe hearts are upright 
roward hisglory. When we looke backe upon the 
= things which God hath done for us , and-our | 
ormer deliverances out of ſeverall dangers and dif- 
__ficulties which appeared to us inſuperable , experi- 
ence breeds hope. And when we conſider how in the 
midſt of all our ſorrowes and preſſures, the Lord owr 
God hath given us anaile in his holy place , and hath 
lightned our eyes with the defireable and beautifull 
ſight of his owne glory in his Temple , wee take it | 
for an argument that hee hath yet thoughts of peace, | 
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and a purpoſe of mercy toward us : Though for 4 
| [mall moment hee hath forſaken us , yet with great 
mercies hee will gather us. Hee hath lifted up our 
Enemies, that their fall may bee the greater , and 
that hee may caſt them downe into delolation for 
ever. CAriſe , and let us be doing; The Lord of 
Hoſts is with us , the God of Jacob is our Re- 
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
